COLORADO RADIUM. ° 


The Production of it by the United 
States Burcau of Mines Has Passed 
the Experimental Stage. 
[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE?) 
WASHINGTON, July 28.—Produc- 
tion of radium from Colorado ¢arno- 


tite ores by the Rureau of Mines, in 
connection with the National Radium 
Institute. has passed the experimental! 
stage and is now on a successful man- 
ufacturing basis. In making this an- 
nouncement Secretary Lane declared 
that statements made to Congress con- 
cerning the ability of the bureau to 


cost over other processes had actually 
been accomplished and that the costs 
were even less than predicted. 

The Secretary said he had been in- 
formed that the cost of one gram of 
radium produ¢ed in the form of 
bromide during March, April and May 
last was $36,050. This included all ex- 
penses incident to production. 

“When it is considered that radium 
has been selling for $112,000 and 
$116,000 a gram.” said Mr. Lane. “it 
will be seen what the bureau has gc- 
complished. 

“The public, however, should not 
infer that this low cost of production 
necessarily means an immediate drop 
in the price of radium. The National 
Radium Institute was fortunate in 
securing through a Colorado steel 
company, the right to mine ten claims 
of cernotite ores belonging to them 
and this was practically the only ore 
available at the time. Since then new 
deposits have been opened but these 
are closely held and according to the 
best judgment of bureau experts the 
Colorado_and Utah fields, which are 
much richer in radium bearing ores 
than any others known. wil! supply 
ore for a few vears only at the rate of 
production that obtained when the 
European war closed down the 
mines. 

“The demand for radium will also 
increase rapidly, for the two or three 
surgeons who have a sufficient amount 


of this element to entitle them 
to speak from experience are 
obtaining results in the cure of 


cancer that are increasingly encourag- 
ing as their knowledge of its applica- 
tion improve.”

July 28.— California offers great- 

er opportunities for women who 
wish to pursue horticulture as a means 
of earning a livelihood than any other 
State,“ Mrs. Myrtle Sheppard Francis 
of Ventura told the women delegates 
to the California State Fruit Growers’ 
convention today. “It is a field,” she 
said, “as yet practically untrod by 
women and offers great possibilities. 
Private gardens will soon be as res- 
ularly inspected and treated as the 
orchard, and the women will do much 
of the work. 
“There is no light work and -easy 
money,” she continued, “in any hor- 
ticultural occupations. Women who 
go into horticulture can gain wealth 
and distinction only by using the same 
methods adopted by successful men, 
and giving the best the market de- 
mands, whether it be a palm for a 
city garden, a bouquet of orchids, or 
a crop of ontona.” 
Mrs. Emily Heppin of Yolo, Cal., 
advised women farmers to go in for 
intensive cultivation. 
“In buying your land.“ she said, 
“don't rely on real estate agents, but 
have an agricultural expert examindg 
the land before buying.” 

CARE OF ORCHARDS. 
The care of orchards and the nur- 
sery business as a field for women, 
were discussed by Miss Vida French, 
an apple grower of Sebastopol, Cal. 
and Mrs. I.. E. Sexton of Goleta, Cal, 
“Pruning requires more personal 
attention than any other factor of 
orchard management,“ Miss French 
said. “Most growers make the mis- 
take of rejecting plants that do not 
conform to some imaginary standard 
of their own. You should be sure 
your ideals conform to the variety and 
do not try to make the variety con- 
form to your ideal. 
“Planters should pay more atten- 
tion to their own personal inspection 
of orchards and not rely entirely on 
others’ specifications. = 
“I advocate, toe, More care and ac- 
curacy in laying out and planting or- 
chardg, so as to consider properly ex- 
posure, proper slope of the ground 
and facllities for picking.” 
The nursery business as.a field for 
women workers was suggested by 
Mrs. Sexton. 
“Nursery women.” she said, are liv- 
ing out of doors, with something they 
care for and they will succeed by 
growing some special! thing better than 
others and keeping that fact known. 
i “The selling season in California is 
very short but a woman in every town 
c take orders, handle deliveries and 
get.a good commission.

SUBTROPICAL FRUITS. 

David L. Crawford, professor of 


botany at Pomona College. discussed 
subtropical fruits as California crops,

He advocated growing the avocado 
or alligator pear, the mango, — 
feijoa and the chaydte or vegetable 
pear. 

Avocados.“ he said, have come 
to stay, but the nursery trees cost 
too much, and there are too many 
amateur and inexperienced individu- 
als selling them. The industry e be- 
ing. strangled by asking from 90 to 
75 cents for avocados when the grow- 
er could make a good profit at from

against blight and 
his orchard at Medford, Or. He rec- 
ommended bridge grafting, the con- 
nection of an isolated, diseased part 
of a tree with the trunk by means 
of grafting, as a useful remedy. 
BLIGHT CONTROL 


A. L. Whisker of. Grass Valley., 
president of the Grass Valley Farm- 
ers’. Club, said the important problem 
of pear culture lay in the development 
of blight resistant varieties and roots. 

“Absolute eradication af blight 
cannot be hoped for.“ said Mx. 
Whisker, “but blight tontrol is reas- 
onable and practicable expectation. 

“Eventual delivery from the blight 
probably can result from the breeding 
of varieties of high quality which shall 
be stronely blight-resistant in root, 
trunk and branch.” 

Eighty per cent. of all pear trees, 
he said, are. grafted on seedlings. He 
suggested as blight resistant roota, 
Wellnes ef hawthorn, mountain ash 
or apple trees, but these, he sald, were

WASHINGTON, July 28.—American 
marines were landed today at Port- 
au-Prince, Haiti, to protect the lives 
and property of Americans and other 
foreigners. Rear - Admiral Caperton 
advised the Navy Department late 
tonight he had sent a force ashore 
from the cruiser Washington. Rear- 


Admiral Benson, acting Secretary of 
the Navy, declined to make the mes- 
sage public, but said: 

“Admiral Caperton now has the 
situation in hand.” 

There was no firing at the marines, 
although disorder continu in the 
city. It was assumed a guard had 
been established at the French Lega- 
tion and at other points to protect 
foreigners. Admiral Caperton’s force 
is too small to permit a general patrol 
of the city. A more complete report 
is expected from him early tomorrow. 
Should it be deemed necessary, addi- 
tional marines wil) be sent from 
Guantanamo. A full regiment would 
be necessary to police the city, it is 
said. With the order to land marines 
the first step by the United States to 
re-establish peace in the Haitien re- 
public was taken. While officials 
would not indicate the nature of their 
Plans, the general belief tonight was 
that the marines would not be with- 
drawn until some ‘definite arrange- 
ment was made which would give 
promise of permanent peace through- 
out the republic.

California Railroads Will Refuse 
All Shipments into the State that

SAN FRANCISCO, July 28.—All 
beverages containing alcohol, no mat- 
ter in what proportion, will be refused 
for shipment into Arizona by all rail- 
roads entering the State, it was an- 
nounced today by the Southern Pa- 
cific company.

GERMAN FOOD ECONOMICS. 


Housewives are Taught by Means of 
Government Literature How to 
Conserve the Food Supply. 

[The New Republic:] Germany is 
conserving her food supplies by culti- 
vating the good will of her people. 
“The Rrussian Minister for the In- 
tertor issues books and pamphiets ad- 
dressed to housewives telling them in 
homely phrase how to save food as 
they have hitherto saved money. The 
German, so the housewife is told, eats 
two-fifths more than is necessary. One 
may want to eat and yet not really be 
hungry. Germany, she must remem- 
ber, has not too much of any food 
except sugar. Potatoes should be 
cooked in their skins; to cook meat 
with potatoes and vegetables, though 
it requires more time and care, is 
more economical A mass of such 
Iterature, a flood of ‘Open Letter to 
German Women,’ of ‘Hints on War 
Economics,’ of ‘War Cook’ Books’ 
point the same lesson. Women are in- 
structed how to cook most economical- 
ly, and schoolchildren, especially giris, 
are taught to save food. Against the 
excessive eating of cakes, Germany 
carries on a campaign like that which 
Great Britain directs against drunken- 
ness.

THE HAGUE (Netherlands) May 
18.—During these critical days for 
the small nations surrounding the 
central European powers the destinies 
of Holland are in the hands of a 
group of statesmen comprising the 
finest element in the country. 
Although the Cabinet contains nine 
members, it is generally considered 
that the deciding word in any crisis 
rests with a triumvirate composed of 
Pieter Willem Adriaan Cort van der 
Linden, Marie Willam Frederik Treub 
and Jonkheer Dr. John Loudon. 
There is in reality no Prime Min- 
ister in Holland, but there is always 
one man who is regarded as Premier. 
the present. combination it is 
Pieter Willem Adriaan Cort van der 
Linden,-whose official position is Min- 
ister of the Interior. He was picked 
gut to form the Cabinet at a moment 
when the .political parties were in 
euch a Kate of confusion that it was 
impossible to get together a body of 
men who would be certain of com- 
manding a parliamentary majority on 
party lines. He has had much expe- 
rience and his excellent and cool- 
headed judgment has gained for him 
the confidence of all. He is by many 
years the senior of all the other min- 
isters. Born in 1846 at The Hague, 
he adopted the law as a profession, 
and afterwards became professor et 
Groningen and Amsterdam untver- 
sities, then adviser to the Minister of 
Justice, an office he eventually oc- 
cupied himself from 1898 to 19901. 
While exercising these functions he 
presided at the marriage of Queen 
Wilhelmina to Prince Henry. He 
has always been greatly interested in 
the welfare of children and while 
holding the portfolio of Minister of 
Justice he laid the foundations of 
many measures having this object in 
view, which afterwards became law. 
Perhaps the most widely-known of 
the Dutch Ministers is Jonkheer Dr. 
John Loudon, who has charge of the 
Department of Foreign Affairs. He 
is the Benjamin of the ministerial 
family, as he was born as late as 1866 
at The Hague. All his adult life has 
been passed in the diplomatic service, 
mostly abroad. His various missions 
have given him the opportunity of be- 
coming a brilliant lingui-t He has 
served his countfy in Lond Rome, 
Peking. Paris, Tokio and Wash ton, 
and everywhere has made many 
friends. He is married to an Amer- 
ican. 

Undoubtedly the strongest figure in 
the Cabinet is Marie Willem red- 
erik Treub, Minister of Finances. 
Born in 1858, he was educated for the 
law. He was an ardent student and 
excelled in the classical and modern 
languages Resides his native Dutch 
he spenks English German and 
French, the latter two of which he 
acquired from his father and mother. 
respectively, his father’s forebears 
having come from the German part of 
Switzerland and his mother’s from the 
French part of the same country. In 
this way a wide range of literature 
was open Ao him from an early age 
and h eagerly absorbed itt. The 
study of social and political questions 
was always his hobby. For some 
years he was editor of a weekly legal 
paper and later of the Social Week- 
blad. The value of co-cperation is a 
pet theme.of his and he has partic- 
ipated in many national and interna- 
tional conferences on the subject. 
His broad knowledge, his self-contfol 
and his native shrewdness permit him 
to carry his hearers with him in de- 
bate. There is very little sentimental- 
ity about him and his manner is some- 
what authoritative. but these facts 
make of him at the present juncture 
a valuable asset. 4 

A NATURAL WARRIOR. 

The Minister of War. Mai.-Gen. 
Nicolaas Bosboom, has under his com- 
mand a larger army than Holland has 
ever before possessed and under his 
auspices it has been brought to a high 
state of efficiency. He was born in 
1855 and entered the army in 1871. 
Since then he has seen service in all. 
branches—artillery, guards, gcrena- 
ders, rifles, line infantry and cavalry 
—and has been on the General Staff. 
He is the author of the existing min- 
tary law of Holland and in 1904 pub- 
lighed a pamphlet on “Holland's 
armed neutrality during a war be 
tween other powers,” so that his 
present position is very app Opriate. 
He Dossesses great energy an knows 
how to bring out the best in the offi- 
cers under his command. 

The Minister of Marine, Capt. Jean 
Jacques Rombonnet, has a less im- 
portant post for\ Holland than the 
chief of the land forces. Born in 
1864, he has been a sailor since 1879. 
His ideas run to big ships as a nucleus 
for the Dutch navy, which now pos- 
Sesses vessels intended mainly for] 
coast defense. He is making the best 
of what is placed in his care and he 
is very popular with all ranks.

EMIGRATION 
AFTER THE WAR. 


Russians Believe Rush to 
America will Diminish. 


No Restrictive Legislation, 
Says Finance Minister. 


Too Busy Now to Worry 
About the Future.

(A. r. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 
PETROGRAD, July 19.—Russian 
economists generaly predict that em- 
igration to America wil perceptibly 
diminish after the conclusion of the 
war, and it is generally agreed that 
the government will not have to re- 
strict by legislation the normal ex- 
odus of the people. Russia will still 
have, it is thought, enough laborers to 
supply industrial demands, and un- 
doubtedly a surplus, the exact extent 
of which cannot be determined at this 


time. : 
“Russia finds herself in a different 


position from any of>the other coun- 
tries engaged in the war, said P. L. 


Bark, Minister of Finance, “for al- 
though her losses have been great, 
only a small proportion, of the whole 
population has been killed in the fight- 
ing. For this reason 1 do not think 
that it will be necessary for the Rus- 
sian government to enact legislation 
to prevent emigration after the war, 
and I have not heard that any such 
measures are contemplated. The finan- 
cial condition of the peasant popula- 
tion has become more and more satis- 
factory since the beginning of the 
war, and the general prosperity 

contentment of the people may be 
such that there will be less incentive 
for them to seek foreign markets 

their labor.” 

Legislation to prevent emigration to 
Germany has already been considered, 
and doubtless will be enacted into 
law soon after the conclusion of the 
war. This project, according to 8. P. 
Veselago, Assistant Minister of Indus- 
try and Commerce, is aimed chiefly 
to prevent exploitation of Russian la- 
borers by German agents and societies 
who have been active in Russia for 
a number of years. ; 

“I do not think,” said Mr. Veselago, 
“that any further legislation to re- 
strict emigration will be attempted. It 
is obvious, however, that from nat- 
ural causes the number of emigrants 
will materially decrease. It is impos- 
sible for me to give any exact esti- 
mate as to how great this decrease 
will be—whether one-fourth or one- 


| third of the 250,900 men who leave 


Russia annually for America. If the 
war continues for a long time it. may 
well be that Ruesia will have to take 
some means of keeping her laborers at 
home, especially since the first consid- 
eration after the war,will be the devel- 
opment of Russian industry. In that 
case a sufficient number of men will 
be retained in Russia to meet the de- 


mands of business and if there is a 
| surpiue, they will be alowed to leave 
the country as formerly, if they choose 
to do so. 

“Russia, to be sure, has a tremen- 
dous population, but at the same time 
she has a great territory to develop, 
and the number of men which will be 
available for this work is being dimin- 
ished not only in battle but through 
disease and the various ills of war 
which are visited upon the noncom- 
batant population. 

“Russia is toe busy with the prob- 
lems of the present to have much time 
for speculation about future labor 
conditions or to have definitely for- 
mulated any projects for reconstruc- 
tion op any of the numerous issues 
which will arise in the future.”

The institution, said Mr. Rush, 
claimed that it was paying dividends 
of 28 per cent., when it was doing 
nothing of e kind. The allegation 
was also made that the defendants 
had $500,000 for the payments of 
dividends, but Charles Cassatt Davis, 
one of the defendants, said it was not 
true. Bagley, in his testimony, de- 
clared that “those fellows knew three 
months ago that trouble was com- 
ing.” “But they stood there with 
itching palms,” shouted Mr. Rush, 
“eager for the dollar of the poor, 
with not a word olf the trouble they 
knew was coming when the curtain 
began to roll down on the financial 
tragedy. And yet they claim they 
were acting in good faith: t was the 
faith like that mentioned in the 
scriptures, about the size of a grain 
of mustard.” 

Mr. Rush said a corporation had no 
more right to rob the people than had 
an individual; that a corporation was 
nothing more than a man without a 
soul; and that it was easy for 
schemers to engraft a fraud upon an 
honest enterprise. He begged the 
jury to forget the oratory and appeals 
to friendship that had been made in 
behalf of the defendants; he hoped 
that nothing but the testimony would 
be allowed to sway the verdict. 

The attorney said the defendants 
made their false representations, 
that they got the money, and the vic- 
tims got nothing but heart-burnings 
and regrets. He ridiculed the idea 
that Elder, Deeble and Derby were 
engaged in a work of charity when 
they loaned money to poor musicians. 
They might have been poor collectors 
when they secured control of the Los 
Angeles Investment Company, as it 
is alleged they never foreclosed 
mortgage on a home or took a share 
of stock that was delinquent in pay- 
ment, but that had nothing to do with 
good faith, especially since the record 
shows that they exacted the pound of 
flesh from the stockholders. “Oh, 
what crimes are committed in thy 
name, Charity!“ sarcastically declared 
the speaker, 


WHEN IT STARTED. 


Mr. Rush said the fraud began in 
1895. when Elder, Deeble and Derby 
Organized a company, and claimed 
that it Was an ~off-shoot of what 
was termed the Elder Syndicate away 
back in Kansas, whose existence was 
never proven. The Pacific Trust 
Company came into being in 1908, and 
the Los Angeles Investment Company 
in 1909. The defendant, Bagley; 
joined the force in 1902: Charles Cas- 
satt Davis in 1905, Harry D. Rodgers 
in 1905, W. F. Gates in 1905, Ernest 
Ingold ih 1910, F. L. Mowder in 1910, 
and Earl B. Elder in 1905, with the 
other defendants in on the ground 
floor previous to that time. After that 
they were a close corporation, every-. 
thing was harmonious because they 
controlled the company either by the 
ownership of stock or with proxies, 
so much so that on a certain occasion 
all of the stock and proxies controlled 
by nearly all of the defendants was 
turned over to Deeble to vote at a 
meeting of the stockholders. There 
Was never any doubt about the board 
Heins unanimous, because the de- 
fendants were the banrd. 

The Guarantee Fund was de- 
nounced by the attorney as the red 
light that should have warned the 
stockholders in the Las Angeles In- 
vestment Company and the Globe 
Saving Bank of the financial danger 
that threatened.

RECALLS BIG PROGRESS. 


The Hinshaw plan for the extension 
of the county highway system was re< 
ported to the Supervisors recently. I 
it he referred. to the 300 miles o 
paved roads constructed from the 
$3,500,000 bond issue of 1908. The 
greatly increased traffic and the com- 
ing of many autos made it necessary 
to double-track these roads in Many 
places. This extension was made out 
of general funds. 

Three years ago the county began 
furnishing rock and oll where the 
abutting property owners would fur- 
nish the labor for necessary construc- 
tion work. This co-operation has re- 
sulted in nearly 100 miles of highway 
being paved and about 125 additional 
miles are under way. 7 

In addition to the portion con- 
structed by the State, Los Angeles 
county now has almost 500 miles of 
paved highways, either completed oF 
under construction. The improvements 
made through co-operation have con- 
nected up with the highways. butt 
under bond issue, but the present net- 
work of roads does not incinde many 
mountain roads, leaving the most 
beautiful parts of the county hidden 
in canyons and back of mountain 
peaks. 

“We also have tying in the north 
part of the county the great Antelepe 
Valley, an empire in Itself.” continues 
the report. “and there is no pa 
road to connect it with the city.” 

NOT LOCAL AFFAIRS, 

In his report of the gigantic road 
plan. Supervisor Hinshaw says: * 

“The Harbor boulevard has al 
ready been approved by the board,

with construction work already com- 
menced, leaving a balance which will 
have to be raised either by direct tax 
or by bond issue.

comitants of a city of modern times, the 
tracts were put on the market at prices | 
many times that paid for them when they | 
were used for natural purposes for farming 

in broad acreage. The Assessor under the 
guidance of the City Council or the County 
Supervisors naturally saw an opportunity 
here to replenish empty treasuries. And so 
long as the operators were making money 
out of the sales and so long as the buyers 
were enthusiastic speculators, either mak- 
ing money by reselling or hoping to do so, 
everything “went merry as a marriage bell.” 

Now this has all changed in Los Angeles 
and throughout the county, and indeed 
throughout Southern California as well as 
throughout the nation at large. It may 
have been a mistake to subdivide this prop- | 
erty. It certainly was in many instances 
and even with the return of active pros- 
perity many people will have to wait a long 
time to get any profit out of their invest- 
ment, some to get the original investment 
back again. : 

Now the State Constitution provides a 
reasonable measure for the assessors to 
follow in estimating the value of property 
for taxation purposes. Broadly speaking. 
the property is to be assessed at “its actual 
value.” But this is defined to mean “such 
a price as the property would be taken for 
in payment of a solvent debt.“ The prac- 
tice has generally been in California to put 
this at about 50 per cent. of the asking 
prices for the property. So lone as real | 
estate was active and the people's confi- 
dence unshaken there was no question about 
the correctness of this assessment. 9 

No doubt it is a good measure in general 
cases where property is in actual use to 
follow still. But surely there should be 
some modification of the practice in relation 
to subdivisions far removed from actual set- 
tlement, land which really ought to be back 
in farm use now, and some of which is go- | 
ing back te this use. Unless some modera- | 
tion is observed in this respect by the as- 
sessors or liberal reductions made by the 
City Council and the County Supervisors 
the taxes will amount to actual confiscation 
of mary parcels of land, much of it owned 
by actual investors, not rich people, to whom 
the loss of the little property would mean 
a great deal.

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ET GERMANY QUIT. | 
There is something that Germany can 
do to restore, between her government and 
that of the United States, the friendly re- 
lations which existed before the Lusitania 
with 100 Americans was destroyed. That 
something is a clear, explicit declaration 
that she will atone for destruction of Amer- 
ican life so far as money payment can atone 
for it, and that she will not repeat the Lust 
tania incident, and will limit her subma- 
rine activities to belligerent ships and be- 
fore destroying them will amply provide 
for the safety of American passengers. 

f the German government fallg short of 
making such a declaration and of following 
its words by deeds; if it falters and hesi- 
tates and evades and deals in ambiguities 
and gives assurances of distinguished con- 
sideration instead of assurance of absten- 
tion from violation of treaties, international 
law and obligations of humanity, then what? 

President Wilson will send no more notes. 
His last note closes discussion. It is in 
effect and indeed in phrase an ultimatum. 
If Germany refuses to accord to Americans 
the right to sail in safety on the high seas 
in either neutral or belligerent merchant 
ships the United States will not abandon 
the right and the effort to protect its eiti- 
zens, and if diplomacy falls to secure that 
right it will adopt other measures. 

What thdse measures shall be may not 
be predicted. It will be for our pa- 
triotic President, assisted by the rep- 
resentatives of the people in Congress as- 
sembled, to determine, and we may trust 
Mr. Wilson to proceed with caution as well 
as firmness. In our history violation of 
rights, whether by foreign or domestic foes, 
has been tolerated for a long time before 
the people were ready for war. In the 
present case it may be, and God send it may 
be, that war will never come. . Certainly 
war will never come through our being the 
aggressor. We may content ourselves and 
,conserve our interests by adopting a policy 
of non-intercourse by saying to Germany, 
“We will have nothing to do with you com- 
mercially, socially or financially. Take your 
interned ships out of our harbors. We will 
hereafter admit no German ships of war or 
peace to our ports. We will clear no Ger- 
man ships from qur ports. We will buy

It takes 
not more than two weeks longer to place 
freight in Russia from New York than by 
the Atlantic route, and there are no Ger- 
man submarines in the North Pacific and 
can bb none, for they cannot undertake the 
voyage by Cape Horn and probably would 
not be allowed to go through the Panama | 
Canal, and Germany has no naval base on | 
the Pacific. 

When the war is over there will be a 
large traffic grow up between the Pacific 
Coast and Russia by the Viadivostok route. 
It will necessarily be conducted on Jap- 
anese and British steamers, for the opera- 
tions of the seaman's bill will have exiled | 
American ships from the Pacific. Still a 
traffic conducted on a foreign mercantile 
marine is better than-no traffic at all. 


ELLING ARMS TO THE ALLIES. 

Formerly a neutral nation was at lib- 
erty to sell arms and munitions of war to 
a belligerent. Immediately prior to the 
Franco-Prussian war the United States sold 
to an agent of the French government a 
large quantity of arms and ammunition 
which had accumulated in our arsenals and 
for which we had no use. A committee of 
Congress, appointed to investigate these 
sales, reported that if the purchasers were 
French agents this fact was unknown to 
the government, and even if it.had been 
known, or if “Louls Napoleon or Frederick 
William had personally appeared at the 
War Department to purchase arms,” sales 
to them would have been lawful, if made 
in pursuance of a national policy adopted 
before the war. (Wharton's Dig. Int. Law, 

Sec. 391.) 
European writers on international law 
dissented from thia doctrine (Hall on Int. 
Law, 4th Ed., Sec. 218 and note.) But it 
was never questioned that, while a neutral 
nation is in general bound not to furnish 
munitions of War to a belligerent, there is 
no obligation upon it to prevent its sub- 
jects from doing so, and neutral subjects 
may freely sell at home to a belligerent 
purchaser or carry to a belligerent power 
arms and munitions of war, subject only 
to the possibility of their seizure as con- 
traband while in transit (1 Kent's Com. 142; 


6 Mass. 193; 7 Wheat. 283; 3 Wall, U. 8. 
514; Wharton's Dig. Int. Law, Seg. 391.) | 


either to the allies or to Germa:y is, under 


existing laws, a right with which the ex- 
ecutive department of the government has 
no power to interfere, yet Congress has the 
power to-enact a law taking over all arms 
manufactories and prohibiting such manu- 
facture hereafter except at government 
works. This would reach the case and this 
we ought to do, not because Germany asks 
it, but because it is right and humane and 
in- consonance with the true spirit of neu- 


trality.

SPORTSMEN MAKE 
BEST FIGHTERS IN WAR. 


ITH all the sneers that have 
been cast upon the proclivity 
of the Englishman for sport, 

and the supposed resulting .incompe- 

tence for war, the recent list of D.. 


published in England, is a shining re- 


futation of the aspersion. 

The lists include dozens upon 
dozens of names of famous sporting 
men, many of them as well known in 
this country as in their own. : 

There is Capt. P. W. Nickalis, for 
instance, one of England's finest polo 
players, who was on the team that 
won the international match on this 
side in 1902. There is Maj. E. D. Mil- 
ler, another polo player, and member 
of the famous Rugby team that sein- 
tillated in 1897 and 1908. 

Another Rugby man of army dis- 
tinction is Capt. C. G. Liddell, who 
also shone on the cinder path. 

Capt. E. B. Greer of the Irish 
Guards is one of the most prominent 
athletes of England, the winner of 
many laurels. Lieut. B. W. Powell of 
the Royal Flying Corps is a distin- 
guished Cambridge Blue, and 
several times won first honors at 
Henley. 

Chaplain, the Rev. F. H. 
is a famous varsity cricketer, who was 
the mainstay of Hesex County cricket 
for years. Lieut. W. M. Hutchinson 
of fox-hunting fame, Capt. Ralph L. 
McCall, prominent in river sports; 
Lieut. H. F. Otway, a well-known 
amateur boxer; Lieut. Orfeur K. 
Parker, a Rugby forward, and so on 
—halt the list would seem to be com- 
posed of men who have made their 
names in the field of sport in the 
times of peace. 

It is noteworthy that Rudyard

Fach and 
all of them have performed miracles 
of endurance and pluck, and shown 
incredible presence of mind, under 
circumstances that boggle the imagi- 
nation for horror.

EL CENTRO, July 28.—Showing in 
concrete form the expansion and de- 
velopment of Imperial county during 
a period considered dull, the annual 


report of Assessor Wiley Weaver was 
completed today. Appraising prop- 
erty at 40 per cent. of the actual, the 
assessed valuation of property in the 
county is $26,409,856, an increase of 
$3,535,501 in a year. 

This valuation is exclusive of the 
main line property of the Southern 
Pacific and the property of the Pull- 
man Company, which is assessed by 
the State Board of Equalization and 
which was last year fixed at $2,865,- 
618. Of the total valuations §6,235,- 
677 ie in incorporated towna, 
530,611 outside and $1,640,668 is the 
valuation of public service corpora. 
tions. 

Ei Centro showed an increase of 
$168,000: Calexico, $141,000; Brawley, 
$102,000; Imperial, $86,000, and Hol- 
ville, $25,000, the thriving north end 
town of Calipatria, which in the last 
report was taxed merely as farm acre- 
age, is now assessed at $203,088. 

Mr. Weaver's report also shows that 
the barley acreage was increased 
from 71,000 to 120,000, while that of 
cotton, after a bad year due to the 
war, was decreased from 39,000 to 
20.000. Wheat, potatoes and beans, 
which before have not been of com- 
mercial importance, are reported this 
year. The acreage in corn increased 
slightly, while alfalfa and melons are 
a shade behind last year’s figures. 
Attesting the growing importance 
of the valley as a live- stock center, 
the figures show great strides in the 
number of animats of all except sheep. 
The number of stands of bees in- 
ci: eased from 9000 to 156.000, making 
Imperial the premier honey county in 
the United States. 

Another indication of prosperity in 
the valley is the increase in the num- 
ber of automobiles in the year from 
664 to 1014.
